Continuation of Box 3. The proposed amendments will not be entered because they 
raise the issue of new matter; they introduce new limitations that have not been 
heretofore considered, and they do not materially simplify the matters for appeal. 

The proposed amendments to the claims are extensive and would significantly 
shift the scope of the claims. The proposed amendments to independent claims 1,13, 
15, 19-21, 23, 26, and 28 narrow the scope of the method from a method comprising 
one step to one consisting of one step. The insertion of "consisting of raises the issue 
of new matter, since this transitional phrase is exclusive of any and all additional steps; 
examination of this claim would require a determination of whether any other process 
contributes to the mobilization of stem cells. Furthermore, the scope of claims 20, 46, 
and 48 would be significantly altered by the extensive proposed amendments thereto 
and would require additional prior art search. For at least these reasons, the proposed 
amendments cannot be entered. 

Continuation of Box 11. The request for reconsideration has been fully considered, but it 
does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because they are drawn to 
claims not currently under consideration. In any case, the remarks would not be 
sufficient to move the claims to allowance even if the proposed claims were entered.
